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Bridport pair safe after Paris attacks 


BRIDPORT mother and daughter Nicola 
Tatter shall and Elle Poole were enjoying a 
holiday in Paris when the terrorist attacks 
unfolded in the French capital on Friday 
night. 

The gun and bomb attacks killed at leastl32 peo¬ 
ple and have been described by French President 
Francois Hollande as a “horror” and an “act of 
war” by ISIS. 

Bars and restaurants around the city were tar¬ 
geted, as well as the Bataclan concert hall, where 
gunmen held hostages and at least 80 were killed, 
and the Stade de France, where President Hollande 
was among the 80,000 people watching a football 
match between France and Germany. 

Elle, aged 20, a former student at the Sir John 
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Colfox School, and her mum Nicola, have assured 
family and friends they are safe and well following 
the attacks. 

They were walking along the ‘Love Lock’ bridge 


past Notre Dame with a family friend they had 
been staying with when they were alerted of shoot¬ 
ings by a phone call from Elle’s dad back home, 
asking if they were OK. 

Elle said: “I just brushed it off as one of those 
things that could happen in a big city and assured 
him that we were fine and making our way back to 
where we were staying. 

“I told our friend who we were staying with what 
my dad had said. We 
then realised just how 
many sirens were going 
off; there were police 
and ambulances rushing 
around everywhere. 

“Our friend’s daughter 
had told us that night 
that her boyfriend was 
actually watching the 
game in the stadium, so 
the next 10 minutes 
were spent trying to fig¬ 
ure out if he was OK. 
Thankfully, he was ab¬ 
solutely fine and had 
managed to get out 
quickly and safely. 

“The journey home 
was quite scary be¬ 
cause, of course, we 
were all on edge. Me, 
my mum and our friend 
were just constantly 
wondering what would

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happen next as we saw what was unfolding on our 
phones. Having to travel home on the Metro and 
the buses definitely put us on edge. 

“Once we were back to the house safely we 
watched the news until late while more and more 
information was given out about how awful the sit¬ 
uation really was and still is. It was surreal think¬ 
ing we were just a short distance away from all this 
tragedy and terrorism.” 

A state of national emergency has been declared 
in France and the borders were closed on Friday 
night to prevent anyone from leaving the country, 
but Elle said it didn’t affect their planned journey 
home on Sunday. 

“Our thoughts were and still are with the victims 
and all their loved ones,” she added. 

A group of 20 students from Thomas Hardye 
School in Dorchester and their teachers were also 
in Paris on a school trip at the time of the attacks, 
but have said they are all ‘safe and well’.

I've always wanted to live by the coast, and I 
was charmed by Charmouth. It's a beautiful 
place to call home and I love walking along the 



beach and over the cliffs, where you get the 
most spectacular views. Everyone is so friendly 
in Charmouth, too. I've made lots of great 
friends already.

• HOW did you find out about the history 
of the village? 

I spoke to the people who have lived in Char¬ 
mouth for many years and seen the changes 
themselves. Neighbours had lots of stories to 
share and photographs to show me. And I 
turned up at coffee mornings in the village, 
ever hopeful to be introduced to another local 
with first-hand knowledge. I also joined the 
Charmouth Local History Society and looked 
at the notes written by Charmouth historian 
Reginald Pavey. 

• WHAT did you discover? 

Charmouth has had many famous visitors over 
the years, including Charles II, Arthur Conan 
Doyle, Florence Nightingale and Jane Austen. 
Some remarkable people have lived and 
worked in the village too. Properties have 
been built, renovated, destroyed by fire and in¬ 
habited by ghosts! And the coastline has pro¬ 
vided inspiration to artists, hiding places for 
smugglers and long-lasting memories for hol¬ 
idaymakers.

Mr Wilson said:"The economic plan will enable 
the area to apply for extra grant funding and to 
take actions that improve the economic 
prospects of Bridport and West Bay or address 
particular concerns. 

"This will include, but is not restricted to, the 
area's tourism and leisure economy. It will also 


help work on other local initiatives, such as the 
neighbourhood plan, called Vision 2030. 

"The Coastal Community Team is especially 
keen to hear from local businesses, community 
groups and organisations." 

Funded by the Government's Coastal Commu¬ 
nity Team Initiative, the team includes represen¬ 
tatives from Bridport Town Council, Bridport

Parking at Askers Meadow? 


BRIDPORT Town Council have 
suggested a temporary car park 
at Askers Meadow in a bid to al¬ 
leviate the town's limited car 
parking. 

Town Surveyor Daryl Chambers 
announced the idea at the coun¬ 
cil's finance and general pur¬ 
poses committee last Wednesday 
(November 11th) and said that a 
planning application for tempo¬ 
rary use at the field near Mor¬ 


risons supermarket would be 
submitted. 

Mr Chambers said: "We are 
looking at car parking issues in 
Bridport and where we could re¬ 
lieve some of the problems; why 
not go for a temporary use for car 
parking in Asker Meadows for 
the major events we have in Brid¬ 
port, such as the hat festival? 

"They could park in the show 
ground and walk on the footpath 


to South Street. I am looking at 
the bigger picture for the town 
and we are at a limit for car park¬ 
ing, so I think it is a solution that 
we should examine and do it 
through the planning process. 

"People have opinions but we 
have got to get a good balance 
for the town and take the overall 
view." 

Alongside the temporary park¬ 
ing, Mr Chambers is submitting 


an application for a temporary 
portable building to act as a 
classroom for schools to use and 
also as an office during events at 
the field. 

Mr Chambers added: "The idea 
would be to put one application 
in for the pair on a temporary 
planning application to allow us 
to see if this will also bring out 
everybody that wants to com¬ 
ment on it."

Call to save youth centre after 
county council announce cuts 


A BRIDPORT town and district 
councillor is urging the town to 
“unite together” to save the 
youth centre after Dorset County 
Council announced its proposal 
to withdraw funding to its 22 
youth centres, writes LOTTIE 
WELCH. 

Councillor Ros Kayes said that 
the community have to “act 
quickly” to ensure the building 
remains providing facilities to 
the young people of the town. 

Local residents are being urged 
to have their say on the public 
consultation on Dorset County 
Council withdrawing funding 
and targeting resources where 
the council feel they are needed 
most. 

This includes working closely 
with schools, supporting volun¬ 
teers and youth workers and pro¬ 
viding £200,000 to support 
communities. 

But Cllr Kayes fears this could 
see the loss of the building and is 
encouraging residents to come 
together to save the facility. 

She said: “This proposal con¬ 
firms the worst of my fears. I had 
some hope that because Bridport 
is such a deprived area that a 
special case would be made. 
This has not transpired. 

“Over the last 18 months, I 
have been working with the 
western area senior youth 
worker, leader of the town coun¬ 
cil and the Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil youth team to ensure that we 
were ready to hit the ground run¬ 
ning should our worst fears ma¬ 
terialise. 

“We have full costings for run¬ 
ning the building and youth club 
and the income stream which 
currently exists from use of the 
centre by community groups. We 
know what we need to do - now 


we need to do it. 

“Let me say quite clearly, this 
centre is sorely needed by the 
town and I know that local peo¬ 
ple will not countenance it being 
closed under any circumstances. 

“Now we need to be strong and 
to act quickly in order to get a 
concrete proposal to Dorset 
County Council to form a trust to 
run the building and make sure 
that we keep this asset open and 
available for our young people 
and the rest of the community to 
use. 

“We simply cannot accept the 
loss of this facility which as well 
as young people, gives space for 
our boxing club, football prac¬ 
tice, the Bandits, Moving On 
mental health group, the record¬ 
ing studio and everything else 
that goes with this building. I re¬ 
ally want to see the town unite 
together to save this building.” 

The proposal comes after 
Dorset County Council’s review 
on youth services in September, 
asking the public for their views 
in a bid to save money. 

Dorset County Council’s chil¬ 
dren’s services budget, currently 
£57 million, will have to be re¬ 
duced by at least £5 million in 
2017, and by the same again - or 
more - by 2020. 

The council currently spends 
£2.2 million on youth services in 
Dorset and need to reduce this by 
around £1 million. 

Cllr Toni Coombs, Dorset 
County Council cabinet member 
for children and young people, 
said: “Good youth work is much 
more than about offering young 
people places to go and things to 
do - it’s about building relation¬ 
ships and supporting those who 
need help, whether it’s with at¬ 
tending school, mental health is¬ 


sues or substance misuse. 

“There is an enormous amount 
of pressure on young people 
today and we need to spot prob¬ 
lems early before we have to 
provide more intensive - and 
costly - services, such as social 
care. The earlier we can support 
children and their families, the 
more likely they are to lead 
happy lives.” 

Under the new proposal, youth 
workers will be directed to 
places including schools and 
skate parks, and devote more 
time to children and young peo¬ 
ple with acute needs. 

At the same time, the county 
council will provide funding and 
work in partnership with parish / 
town councils, voluntary groups 
and communities to ensure there 
are still plenty of places for 
young people to go and things 
for them to do. 

Cllr Coombs added: “Although 
we are reducing our youth serv¬ 
ices budget, we will still have 
more than £lm to spend and 
need to use this money wisely. 

“There are also many other or¬ 
ganisations and community 
groups across Dorset that sup¬ 
port young people by providing 
places to go and things to do. 

“We would like to work more 
closely with them so we can tar¬ 
get our resources where they are 
most needed. We want a more 
effective service that supports 
the most vulnerable while giving 
all young people the exciting op¬ 
portunities they deserve.”

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BYPAT to help youngsters with mental health issues 


MEMBERS of Bridport Young Per¬ 
sons Action Trust (BYPAT) are con¬ 
sidering ways to urgently bring 
needed local support for young peo¬ 
ple with mental illness. 

The group heard about the work of 
The Project in Axminster - a support 
network to help young people with 
mental health issues - from Debbie 
Humberstone, The Project founder, 


at a recent meeting. 

She had been invited by local resi¬ 
dents Phil Lathey and his son 
Matthew, whose friend had mental 
health problems and committed sui¬ 
cide at 22-years-old. 

Matthew has also recently cycled 
to Paris and raised £3,000, the ma¬ 
jority being donated to The Project 
to keep their work going. 


Arthur Woodgate, chairman of 
BYPAT, said: “It was agreed there 
was an urgent local need for support 
for young people with mental health 
issues and the group would consider 
ways it could work in partnership 
with The Project to provide such 
support in Bridport. 

“The future of Dorset youth serv¬ 
ice, facing a cut in budget, was also 


discussed. 

“It was thought unlikely that the 
youth centre would close, given the 
broad use of the building by both 
young people and the wider commu¬ 
nity. 

“However, certain aspects of youth 
work were considered to be under 
threat and, with jobs very clearly at 
risk, there was a question mark 
against the quality of any potential 
work with young people.” 

Concern was also expressed for the 
programme of Outreach street work 
in the area, which had a proven 
record in reducing vandalism and 
anti-social behaviour, and also the 
SUMMENTOR, summer mentoring 
programme, and The Humph profes¬ 
sional sound studio at Bridport Youth 
Centre, which were considered to be 
at risk. 

Mr Woodgate completed Dorset 
County Council’s consultation docu¬ 
ment on behalf of BYPAT, emphasis¬ 
ing their role as a partner with the 
experience and expertise to help en¬ 
sure that any provision retained re¬ 
mained pertinent to the needs of 
young people. 

The committee then heard how the 
charity’s partnership with the town 
council was close to raising suffi¬ 
cient funds for the inclusion of facil¬ 
ities for the disabled at the West Bay 
Play Area, whilst those involved in 
the Japanese Exchange’s 19th year 
described an outstanding summer 
hosting programme. 


Dad's mission to secure wheelchair access to beach 


A LOCAL dad is on a dedicated mission to raise money for 
wheelchair access on Hive Beach in Burton Bradstock so that 
his daughter can enjoy the seafront, writes LOTTIE WELCH. 

Neil Barnes, a photographer from Bridport, set himself the 
challenge and has launched a Just Giving page in a bid to 
raise £5,000 for the cause and is also selling his photographs. 

His daughter Lucy, pictured below with Neil, is severely dis¬ 
abled and has Cerebral Palsy. Neil is unable to take her on 
to the beach because of the terrain. He wants matting or a 
pathway to be put down to enable wheelchair users and 
pushchairs to use the beach. 

Mr Barnes was asked to talk about his campaign on Radio 
Solent, which was broadcast earlier this month, he said: "At 
the moment we can only go to the very edge of the beach 
where the sand starts, but its still really not on the beach 
and I think that is 
something she should 
be able to experience: 
the sounds, the smells 
and all those things 
that we take for 
granted. 

"It is such a peaceful 
place and 99 per cent 
of people love coming 
to the beach and she 
doesn't really get that 


opportunity and I think that's wrong; she should be able to. 
She has a right like everybody to enjoy all the natural things 
around here and I want her to be able to do that." 

Mr Barnes said the idea was sparked after a trip to Devon 
where he saw on of the beaches there with disabled access. 

He added: "Earlier this year I went to Beer in Devon and 
they have some mats down already and that's where I saw 
people with pushchairs and wheelchairs going up and 
down the beach, and I thought, 'wow, why cant we do 
something like that here?' 

"There are some difficulties around doing this; it is not 
going to be something that is easy to do, it can only be 
something that happens during the summer time when the 
weather is a lot quieter when we don't have the big tides 
and so on. I am looking at having something put down from 
May to September. 

"I am relying on other peoples generosity and I have got 
one or two other ideas in the pipeline to hopefully raise 
more money, and if it doesn't happen this year I am pretty 
confident it will happen next year. 

"I want this to happen, I really do and I think it is important, 
not just for Lucy but for others as well." 

At the time of going to press, the Just Giving page had 
raised £210 in donations, including one from America, with 
donations to the cause totalling £600.

Solar panels and tourism 


Vearse Farm won't cause traffic chaos 


■ IN THE'View From's coverage of the Town Council 
Plans committee last Monday, considering the 
Vearse Farm outline planning application, one of 
my points was misreported. 

Probably my fault for not speaking clearly but, 
anyway, I did not "argue that hundreds of extra 
houses at Vearse Farm would tip the town into traf¬ 
fic chaos and congestion" 

I was saying that I did not believe that would hap¬ 
pen. I think it likely that if the site is developed in 
ways that encourage sustainable transport, and the 
rest of the town moves further in a similar direction, 
the road network will prove to be quite adequate. 

It was interesting to hear WDDC's planner de¬ 
scribe the letter Oliver Letwin has written giving his 
response to the application as "rather odd". 

He was very polite; in reality it is a cynical attempt 
to hoodwink opponents of Vearse Farm into think¬ 
ing he sympathises with them. 

His letter starts out by saying: "As you may be 


aware, I supported the inclusion of Vearse Farm in 
the Local Plan, as I am not currently aware of alter¬ 
native, preferable sites for development on this 
scale in Bridport." 

To then suggest that allowing the Neighbour¬ 
hood Plan to run its course might magically pro¬ 
duce an alternative site or combination of sites with 
equal capacity is simply dishonest. 

I did not vote in favour of the motion to merely 
oppose the application because I felt that was wast¬ 
ing the opportunity to state forcefully the demands 
we need to force on the developers - all affordable 
housing to be in the form of property for rent at no 
more than half market rates, a highly sustainable 
zero carbon scheme fit for the 21 st century and one 
designed to ensure residents and workers have the 
maximum opportunity to use sustainable modes of 
transport.

Thanks to day centre for play area help 


■ SOLAR panels are fine - as long as 
they are in the right place. But what is 
the right place? 

There is general consensus that they 
are okay on commercial and industrial 
sites, and there is even a view that they 
should be made mandatory on all such 
new developments on land that is south¬ 
facing. 

Constructing them on green field 
sites, particularly those that are desig¬ 
nated as Areas of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty or Areas of Great Landscape 
Value, is quite another matter. 

Travellers along the B3165 from 
Crewkeme to Lyme Regis will have 
seen the swathes of land on either side 
of the road as it approaches the Hunters 
Lodge junction with the A35, now blan¬ 
keted in solar panels. 

'Menacing' 

Closely-packed, black, menacing, 
they have all the appearance of a well- 
disciplined alien army from another 
planet, marching across the hills, cur¬ 
rently occupying 140 acres, advancing 
from the south towards the village of 
Hawkchurch, the ‘Village of Roses’, 
where Dorset meets Devon. 

A further development to construct an¬ 
other ‘solar park’, totalling 30 acres to the 
north of Hawkchurch, near the conflu¬ 
ence of the River Blackwater and the 
River Axe, was conceived, and there 
seemed to be no way of stopping its birth. 

Despite objections from over 150 elec¬ 
tors, supported by a well-considered let¬ 
ter from the chairman of the Council for 
the Preservation of Rural England, the 
East Devon Planners recommended its 
approval. Fortunately common sense has 


prevailed, the committee has ignored that 
advice and this week the proposal has 
been rejected. 

The arguments in favour of ‘solar 
farms’ have been weakened consider¬ 
ably. There appears to be no compelling 
reason for any of these developments, 
as Government has confirmed that the 
2020 target for renewable energy has al¬ 
ready been met. Can further plans be 
halted? Only, it seems, if the role of the 
planners is closely monitored. 

Sadborow 

Three miles further up the Blackwater 
another plan covering over 30 acres of 
precious Dorset countryside near Sad¬ 
borow has been proposed. 

The land is in an Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty. That description will 
need to be amended to ‘Area of Ex¬ 
treme Ugliness’ if it is sanctioned. Vis¬ 
itors to the South West walking the 
Liberty Trail and the Wessex Ridgeway 
(the latter actually bisecting the land in 
the proposal) are unlikely to be im¬ 
pressed by the change in view that will 
meet them if West Dorset sanctions the 
scheme. 

The impact on tourism has not been 
given sufficient weight in the solar en¬ 
ergy debate. 

Elizabeth Truss, the Environment 
Minister in the last Government, ex¬ 
pressed the view, very strongly, that she 
did not want English farmland to be 
blighted by solar farms. 

“Farming is what our farms are for, 
and it is what keeps our landscape beau¬ 
tiful. Solar Panels are best placed on the 
half million acres of south facing indus¬ 
trial rooftops,” she said. 


What a pity that she was not success¬ 
ful in having her views converted into 
policy. 

The UK farming community has long 
argued that they are the true custodians 
of the countryside, and that it is safe in 
their hands without external interfer¬ 
ence. 

By and large the public has supported 
that view, but there are bound to be se¬ 
rious doubts if this trend of industrial¬ 
ising the countryside continues. 
Tourism is a major sector in the econ¬ 
omy of the South West, and indeed 
many in the farming community have 
diversified into tourism. 

Entrepreneurship should be rewarded 
but we need to get the balance right. It 
cannot be fair that one or two farming 
families can dedicate their land to solar 
farms, assuring themselves a secure in¬ 
come for the next couple of decades, 
while the rest of the community and 
particularly those involved in tourism 
pay the bill? 

Unless we are vigilant we may well 
discover, too late, that in the 21st cen¬ 
tury we have created a new industrial 
landscape in our precious countryside 
that will match the ugliness of the dark 
satanic mills of 19th century Northern 
England. 

Those who are concerned should 
view the respective Councils’ websites 
(East Devon/Planning/15/ 0645/MFUL 
and West Dorset/Planning WD/D/15/ 
001863), examine the proposals, see the 
decisions that the Planners are making 
in their name and comment accordingly.

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Police implementing findings of three-year review 


IN THE wake of possible funding cuts, 
Dorset Police is developing its ap¬ 
proach to neighbourhood policing. 

They are implementing the findings 
of a comprehensive three-year review - 
which includes surveys with 254 neigh¬ 
bourhood police officers and PCSOs, 
interviews with 18 sergeants, and gath¬ 
ering independent observational data - 
to ensure that local communities remain 
at the centre of policing. 

The review, named Project Genesis, 
proposes a sustainable model for neigh¬ 
bourhood policing to ensure Dorset po¬ 
lice can continue to deliver an efficient 
service to the public, regardless of fu¬ 
ture financial challenges. 

The changes will also include Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams, a term that was 
specific to Dorset, renamed to Neigh¬ 
bourhood Policing Teams (NPTs) and 
the recommendations being imple¬ 
mented include revising the role pro¬ 
files for all officers and police staff who 
work in NPTs. 

Police officers will focus on protect¬ 
ing high-risk or vulnerable victims, 
dealing with persistent and repeat of¬ 
fenders, and taking responsibility for 
the reduction and detection of crime. 

PCSOs will focus on engaging with 
local people, co-ordinating problem 
solving by working with partner agen¬ 
cies and helping the public to resolve 
issues themselves, for example, neigh¬ 
bourhood disputes, while sergeants will 
manage and supervise NPTs. 

Volunteers will also be used to sup¬ 
port the teams by undertaking adminis¬ 


trative duties. A minimum of 22 new 
volunteers will be required within the 
new operating model, which equates to 
one volunteer per NPT. 

Assistant chief constable David 
Lewis, who oversaw the review and its 
implementation, said: “Neighbourhood 
policing is part of the fabric of Dorset 
Police. Local communities are at the 
core of what we do. 

“The review signifies a commitment 
to these communities, while ensuring 
that neighbourhood policing can con¬ 
tinue in an ever-changing financial 
landscape. 

“The review was not commissioned to 
make savings and does not, in itself, 
recommend or require any staff losses. 

“However, we have purposely intro¬ 
duced a model that is scalable and that 
should be robust enough to continue 
providing neighbourhood policing, if 
budget cuts are required in the future. 

“The public should only see a mini¬ 
mal change, if any, to the day-to-day 
service they receive from Dorset Po¬ 
lice, as local priorities set by communi¬ 
ties will still be key objectives of local 
officers.” 

Work is currently underway to help 
partner agencies and community 
groups understand how the police will 
work with them, with partners and 
community groups also assisting with 
issues that they can resolve. 

Martyn Underhill, Dorset Police and 
Crime Commissioner, said: “Project 
Genesis has resulted from a thorough 
and in-depth piece of academic work 


which has fully reviewed how Dorset 
police delivers neighbourhood policing 
to its communities. This is the most 
comprehensive review that Dorset po¬ 
lice has ever undertaken and I fully sup¬ 
port the project. 

“However, this project has been un¬ 
dertaken through a period of financial 
challenges and whilst I am committed 


to protecting neighbourhood policing, 
the chancellor’s autumn statement later 
this month will give us more clarity on 
government funding. 

“Lurther cuts could impact on every 
area of the force, however, neighbour¬ 
hood policing will always remain a key 
priority and this model of policing is 
scalable. 


“I believe the project will enhance the 
role of policing in our communities, 
and by working alongside partner or¬ 
ganisations will help safeguard neigh¬ 
bourhood policing in our county.”

A SCHOOL in Beaminster has re¬ 
ceived a boost to make improve¬ 
ments to its outside play areas. 

The Friends of Mountjoy School 
have been awarded £8,133 from 
Dorset County Council’s third 
round of the Inspired by 2012 
Health and Wellbeing Legacy 
Fund. 

The money will go towards en¬ 
hancements to the school’s out¬ 
side areas to incorporate a 
wheelchair sensory trial and 
senses garden. 

Cheryl Baker, chairman of the 
Friends of Mountjoy School, said: 
“The school will create a wheel¬ 
chair friendly sensory trial with 
flowers, chimes, seating and a 
pathway; they will also be devel¬ 
oping a wheelchair friendly musi¬ 
cal instrument area. 

“The school has a good range on 
indoor sensory facilities but lacks 


any outdoor, so this project will 
make much needed, long lasting 
enhancements to the outside areas 
of the school. 

“Many of our young people 
have visual impairment, therefore 
other senses become paramount, 
such as smell, hearing and 
touch. 

“For those with a hearing im¬ 
pairment, the sensory trail will 
both look, smell and feel stimulat¬ 
ing.” 

The Health and Wellbeing 
Legacy Fund gives grants to proj¬ 
ects that address health inequali¬ 
ties across Dorset and the aim is 
to inspire communities by invest¬ 
ing in projects that focus on the 
particularly vulnerable. 

Chris Skinner, Dorset County 
Council sports project officer, 
managing the Inspired by 2012 
Health and Wellbeing Legacy 


Fund, said: “The project is going 
to provide a fantastic extension to 
facilities at the school for the chil¬ 
dren of Mountjoy School and the 
surrounding schools. 

“The outdoor space will provide 
opportunity for quiet reflection 
and sensory interaction for chil¬ 
dren with a range of complex 
health, physical, learning and 
emotional needs.” 

Rebecca Knox, Dorset county 
councillor for the Beaminster 
ward and chair of the Dorset 
Health and Wellbeing Board, said: 
“The Legacy Fund budget of 
£700,000 has awarded grants to 
56 fantastic projects. 

“We are pleased to be able to 
provide funding that will help re¬ 
mind people of the superb 2012 
Olympics and hopefully inspire 
them to get out there and do some¬ 
thing.”

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Energy savings offered to social housing residents 


SOCIAL housing residents in the South West are 
being offered a new energy supplier, exclusive to the 
tenants, in a bid to cut their fuel bills. 

Due to be launched next month, Magna will be invit¬ 
ing residents to switch to the new brand called ‘ Ener¬ 
gy SW’, through a partnership between Advantage 
South West (SW) - a group of south west based hous¬ 
ing associations - and energy supplier 0V0 Energy. 

If all Magna’s households switched to Energy SW 
on day one, they could each save on average £100 a 
year; in some cases this could be more. 

Martyn Gimber, the chairman of Advantage SW, 


said: “High energy tariffs exacerbate fuel poverty and 
we know at least 75 per cent of our residents do not 
switch fuel supplier, often remaining on expensive 
standard variable tariffs. 

“None of us can compel residents to change sup¬ 
plier, but we hope that by providing greater visibility 
of fairer energy tariffs and encouraging switching, we 
can increase the number of households that save 
money on their fuel bills. 

“We know that some residents could save up to 
£230 per year.” 

The partnership will include Advantage SW using 


Help your communities by 
investing in solar share offer 


LOCAL investors are once again 
being given the chance to help 
provide solar panels for schools 
and community centres in 
Dorset. 

Dorset Community Energy, 
supported by Communities Liv¬ 
ing Sustainably in Dorset, has 
launched a £350,000 share offer, 
which is backed by a number of 
partners including Dorset 
County Council. 

This is the second share offer 
from Dorset Community Energy 
with their first in June of this year 
raising over £195,000 in four 
weeks, with the majority of 
shareholders from Dorset. 

This financed the installation of 
solar panels on the roofs of three 
village halls and three schools, in¬ 
cluding Salway Ash Village Hall. 

This money will help provide 
solar panels for seven schools 
and Bridport Arts Centre. 

The panels will provide free or 
low-cost electricity for the build¬ 
ings, worth a total of £400,000 
over a period of 20 years. 

Shareholders will receive a pro¬ 


jected five and six per cent per 
annum interest from the feed-in 
tariff income and their capital re¬ 
turned in instalments between 
four and 20 years. 

The amount a person can in¬ 
vest is from £100 up to a maxi¬ 
mum of £50,000. 

Pete West, the society's secre¬ 
tary, said: "Due to changes in 
government policy, this share 
offer will be the last opportunity 


for qualifying tax payers to re¬ 
ceive an initial 30 per cent tax re¬ 
bate on their investment through 
their Enterprise Investment 
Scheme. 

"This scheme will be closed to 
all energy projects after Novem¬ 
ber 30th. To allow time to issue 
the shares, this offer will close on 
November 26th."

Schemes have already been rolling out, but 
next step challenges include ensuring train¬ 
ing practices and standards are well regu¬ 
lated, and also ensuring that access extends 
to those in society who arguably need it 
most. 

"There are groups of people that we need 
to think very carefully about reaching," says 
Professor Kuyken. "Those that are living 
with long-term mental health problems, 
those that are living with chronic physical 
health problems - and they often co-occur. 
"The rates of co-occurrence of mental and 


physical health problems are actually quite 
high, and the thing about mindfulness is 
that it can actually give people the skills to 
cope with both their mental health and the 
suffering around their physical health.

Bold styling for all-new hybrid model 

A new addition to Kia's design-led product range, the Kia Niro will boast 
a brand new design, with a sporty, aerodynamic body, subtly sculptured 
surfaces and styling details finishing off the car's modern new look. While 
the Niro is an all-new model, with no direct predecessors, it is still imme¬

BRIDPORT paid the penalty for a sluggish first half 
in their Western League Premier Division match last 
Tuesday, and although they gave a better second 
half display, they could not regain parity against a 
Willand side that attacked from the outset and were 
rewarded with two first half goals.
